he was the intended victim of a hold-up, he rah a good 
part of the way. As a result he became over-heated 
from the exertion and contracted Epeunon Se from which 
he died a few days later. 


Qn the death of his first wife, Nathan G. married a 
second time in December 1852, Penelope Templin Hawk, 
widow of William Hawk and mother of a boy, James HM.

Co.) to Polly Jones. The father of his first wife, 
Thomas Ford, - a Justice of the Peace, officiated. His 
will disposes of his property, both personal and real, 
.except three slaves, according to the law of descent, 
the slaves to belong to his wife Polly, and daughters 
Iowa Averitt, Oreson Averitt and California Averitt. The 
will also provides that his daughter Ruth is to share 
equally in the property with other children, except 

the slaves, and in event Ruth dies childless, her share 
of the property goes to the other surviving children. 
The will also provides that Thomas Ford, his heirs and 
devises, shall be forever precluded from any part of 
John J. Averitt's property. However, the records of 
Marshall County, show that in May term of Circuit Court 
1851, Thomas Ford as guardian of Ruth Averitt, brought 
suit against "P. Palmer and Polly Averitt" Administra- 
tors, and Oregon Averitt, Iowa Averitt, and California 
Averitt, heirs and infant children of John J. Averitt, 
deceased, apparently for Ruth's share of the estate, and 
for which judgment was awarded in the amount of $il.l9.

The Welsh Tract Church ,first in Delaware,formed in 
Wales and came to this country as a body.Sixteen Baptists 
formed into Baptgst Church with Rev. Thomas Griffith,minister. 
In 1701 they came to America on the "James & Mary" and land- 
ed in Philadelphia 9/8/1001.They came to Pennepek near Phil- 
adelphia,where there was a Welsh Baptist Church. 


In 1703 they removed to Iron Hill,then in Pennsylvania 
but now in Pencader Hundred,Newcastle Co.,Del.The Welsh Tract 
consisted of 30 to 40,000 acres,mostly in Pencader Hundred, 

a long narrow stip on the Maryland line. About 4 of Welsh 
Tract acres were in Cecil Co.,Md. and only 42 miles from Phil- 
adelphia. The Welsh Tract Baptist Church was the principal,if 
not the sole means of introducing singing of psalms,imposition 
of hands,church covenants,etc among Baptists.
